The Hanseatic 
business interest was warned when it 
formed tne idea several tnontbs ago of 
replacing the exportation iu huumn 
Unngs (emigranta) with the importa- 
tion of cattle. 

■■'ihe eouHervutive oud 'Agrarian' 
presa had already, at that time, caued 
attention to the cousideratioua against 
it on accotmt of the danger of infec- 
tions; but, aa is atwaye the oaae, no im- 
presaion was made.
